mons should have been brought in the name 
of the Attorney-General. e Circuit Court 
judge decided that Sergeant Cronin was not 
a competent prosecutor under the Act, and 
he reversed the conviction of the District 
Justice and directed that the summons should 
be struck out. The prosecutor applied for 
a conditional order to. have the order of the 
Cireuit Court quashed, and this the “i” 
Court granted, and subsequently made the 
conditional order absolute, 

The present appeal was from the judgment 
of the High Court making the conditional 
order absolute. 


RIGHT TO PROSECUTE 


The Chief Justice, giving judgment, dealt 
first with the arguments on the point of the 
com: stency of the complainant in the sum- 
mous to heard. e observed that the 
Road Traffic Act, 1933, did not prescribe a 
prosecutor or complainant, but said that the 
state of the law could be more or less set 
out in, or ought to be gleaned from, innumer- 
able text books on magistrates’ cases, magi- 
strates’ law, and so forth, seemed to him 
to be crystallised in the judgment of the 
Court, delivered by Chief Baron Palles in 
Kenealy v. O'Keeffe. One passage from that 
judgment seemed to him really to answer the 
question. It was: “In the absence of de- 
cisions or practice to the contrary, it would 
seem reasonable to infer from these premises 
that when justices acquired a jurisdiction to 
dispose summarily of particular new offences 
created by statute, prima facie, any member 
of the public might lay an information in 
respect thereof. This prima fatie inference 
might necessarily be rebutted in either of two 
ways: First, by that which was constituted an 
offence, instead of being matter which 
affected the public generally, being no more 
than a grievance to a particular person. In 
such a matter the public, as such, had no 
concern. Secondly, by the statute creating 
the offence negativing, or limiting, the general 
right. But if the offence was one against the 
public generally, then the mere circumstance 
that a member of the public had no pecuniary 
interest in a conviction. would appear to be 
insufficient to rebut the inference, because it 
was not upon any such pecuniary interest that 
his prima facie right to proceed depended.”’ 

No one, said the Chief Justice, would 
suggest, he thought, that the offence in the 
present case—one of being drunk in charge of 
a motor car—was not an offence against the 
entire community, and it seemed to him that 
in the present case, and im every similar case 
where no statute debarred it, an officer of 
the Garda Siochana, or any other person in 
the guise of a ' common informer "’ (a person 
who is capable of giving information about 
the commission of an offence), was entitled to 
lay a charge before a District Justice in the 
first instance. Therefore, it seemed to him to 
have been prima facie within the authority 
of the sergeant of the Garda Siochana to have 
instituted this present prosecution, and the 
District Justice was right, if he determined on 
the facts that the charge was well founded, 
in convicting the defendant. 


AJUDGE’S RULING 


Regarding the application to the High 
Court for certiorari and mandamus, the Chief 
Justice said that that raised the question: 
“bud the Circuit Court Judge hear the case, 
or did he decline jurisdiction?’ It was im- 
portant to bear in mind that the case, as it 
was brought to the Circuit Court, was an 
ap from a eonyiction of the District Jus- 
tices’ The Circure fort Judge ordered that 
the appeal should be allowed, the conviction 
quashed and the summons struck out. The 
Cireuit Court Judge reversed the conviction, 
not on the ground that the District Justice 
was wrong, or anything of that kind, but on 
the bad point that the District Justice 
should not have heard the case. He did not 
think that the Court could give certiorar: or 
mandamus on such an order. This was an 
appeal to the Circuit Court Judge, and the 
Circuit Court Judge disposed of it. 

So far as the Supreme Court was con- 
cerned, that Court had before it an order of 
the Circuit Court Judge that, on the face 
of it, was perfectly good. They had the cer- 
tificate of the County Registrar, who under 
the rules had authority to give it, that the 
order was made on the hearing of the appeal. 
There was a perfectly good order before the 
Court, and he did not see why they should 
interfere with it. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and 
Murnaghan agreed. | 

The Court, accordingly, allowed the cause 
shown against making the conditional order 
absolute, and discharged the order of the 
High Court making the conditional order 
absolute. They allowed no costs to either 
side.

At Wicklow Circuit Court on Monday a 
verdict of guilty was returned against James 
Gray, Tighbradan, Cabinteely, formerly of 
Ardgiass, Dundrum, Dublin, who was charged 
with the manslaughter of Daniel Joseph 
Doyle, a Bray youth, on the Enniskerry road 
on llth June last.

Having passed the 
first; his car struck and fatally injured the 
second man, Doyle. He had not a driver's 
licence, and, after the accident, he and the 
woman, Miss Nesbitt, told the Guards that 
she had been driving, but in Bray felt ill 
and asked him to drive. 

The accused man denied having had liquor, 
except one “ shandy ” in Enniskerry. The 
ae he said, approached him abreast ; 

en they changed positions, and the man 
who had been inside came out further on the 
road behind, wobbled as the car passed, and 
struck the car. 

Mr. Dunne, barrister-at-law (instructed by 
Mr. Allen, solicitor), for the accused man, 
said that his client was a last-year medical 
student. - If imprisoned, it meant that his 
career would be ruined. There had been an 
agreement that his father would pay com- 
pensation to Doyle’s father, who i. Goil 
could not recover from an unlicensed driver. 

George Doyle, father of the dead boy, 
examined, told the Judge that he did not 
wish the young man sent to jail: he would 
not like to think that he had ruined his life, 
nor would his son wish it.

The hearing was continued of the action 
relating to the sale of the mineral deposits 
and ownership in fee simple of the 
McDermot Roe Estate, Co: Roscommon. 

The plaintiffs, Gladys J. Cairns and 
Minnie F. Cairns, of Colganstown, New- 
castle, Co. Dublin, seek specific performance

The agre-- 
ment was signed in 1932, and it was not until 
1934 that the defendant — wes _— 
le were claiming turbary rights on the 
rn ot He then asked the plaintiffs 
solicitor to clear up the title, and did not 
make the claim of these people an excuse 
for withdrawing from his contract. His 
whole attitude showed that he was not 
trying to evade his bargain. He had already 
spent £800 on the coe ange RW of the pro- 
perty, which previously had been entirely 
unproductive. One man had tried to get 
coal out of it. In order to get coal out of 
the property considerable capital expenditure 
would he necessary, but it would not be 
possible to develop it as a coal miming pro- 
position so long as the turbary rights were 
there, because the sinking of shafts for the 
mines would interfere with the turbary. Mr. 
O’Connor’s attitude all through was that the 
property was no use to him so long as the 
burdensome right of turbary existed. 

Mr. Costello said that sh the 
plaintiffs knew of these rights they had not 
told Mr. O'Connor of them, and when Mr. 
O'Connor wrote to their solicitor asking if 
the people who had come in on the property 
had any rights there, the plaintiffs’ solicitor 
replied that ‘‘the vendors have not let the 
lands, and have not licensed any person 
other than the purchaser to enter the lands,” 


DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE 


Mr. F. R. O'Connor, the defendant, in the 
course of his evidence, said that he always 
had been willing to complete the sale and was 
in a financial position to do so. His object in 
purchasing the lands was to form a company 
to develop them to manufacture briquettes 
from slack and turf, and also to mine the 
coal. It was also intended to market the 
turf under the Government’s turf develop- 
ment scheme, and to grow timber on the 
lands which could ultimately be used for 
pit-props for the mines. He had actually 
been in correspondence with the Forestry 
Departinent of the Government looktiz tor 
advice on this aspect of the work. ‘There 
was no truth in the suggestion that be 
wanted to buy only the rv -ing rights 

The further hearing was adjourned until to- 
day.

MURDERED 


The circumstances in connection with the 
finding of the body pointed to a violent 
death. The body was carefully examined by 
two well-known doctors, and it was estab- 
lished beyond any possibility of doubt that 
the unfortunate man met his death through 
external violence—in other words, he was 
murdered. 

The prosecution contended, said Mr. 
Maguire, that the evidence that would be 
tendered led irresistibly to the conclusion 
that the terrible deed was committed by the 
accused man. When the body was Sheer 
the clothing of the dead man was ripped 
open, and the toat, vest and trousers had 
been taken off in an effort, as the State 
-suggested, to find if there was any money 
concealed in the clothing. The clothing was 
found without a penny in it, and neither was 
there a penny in the house. The medical 
evidence would show that there were three 
or four separate wounds on the head, each 
very serious and caused by external violence. 
The wounds, it would be stated, would cause 
death either immediately or within a period 
of three days. Both of these men appeared 
to have some little money. Kelly un- 
doubtedly had at this time about £90 in 
deposit, receipts. Kelly was known and seen 
to have in his -e ssession a parcel containing 
some five pound notes, and believed to have 
contained a lot of five pound notes, because 
a week before this he went into a shoe- 
maker’s to pay a small bill and tendered in 
payment a five pound note, and the shoe- 
maker saw him produce it from a parcel 
which contained about twenty notes, and the 
shoemaker would say that the next note in 
the bundle was also a five pound note. 


PRAWING THE DOLE 


For months before both these men were 
drawing. unemployment imsurance, each

That evening Kelly 
arrived at Carrig House, a Belfast Corpora- 
tion lodginghouse, and gave the name Thomas 
Mooney. .On October 5 he arrived at the 
Trades Hotel, Coatbridge, Lanarkshire, and 
gave the name Thomas Smith He stayed 
until February 29th. He several times left 
the hotel for periods, returning on April 27, 
May 3, 10 and 20, and June órd. 


A DEPOSIT RECEIPT

His grip 
failed and he fell, the wheel of the lorry 
passing over his body. 

One of the witnesses, a boy aged eleven 
years, said that at one time he and twelve 
other boys were holding on to the lorry. 

Summing up, the Coroner said that, if at 
all possible, something ‘should be done to 
stop this practice. It was quite enough for 
the driver of a vehicle to look in front. The 
added tax of having to glance behind would 
make his task an Fo» dangerous. 

The jury recorded a verdict of death from 
shock and hemorrhage, and exonerated the 
driver from all le. 

Mr. John F. Murtagh, solicitor, appeared 
for the next-of-kin; Mr. Bradley, solicitor, 
appeared for the driver of the lorry and for 
the Model Creamery Company, Dublin, owners 
of the lorry. Inspector O'Callaghan repre- 
sented the Civic Guards.

Sir Timothy O'Brien 


I am glad to hear that Sir Timothy 
O’Brien is making a good recovery from 
his recent illness.

The onl) 
representative of these O’Briens in their 
native Tipperary at present seems to be 
Mr. John O’Brien, who lives at Fethard. 
He is a nephew of Sir Timothy. A noted 
amateur rider, he is now one of the 
Stewards of the National Hunt Committee. 


AC artinmas 


This is the feast of that early warrior 
saint, Martin of Tours, whose day is 
known in England and Scotland, as well 
as in Ireland, as Martinmas. I am not 
quite clear how it came to pass that St.

Certainly, 
he and St. Giles have had their names 
perpetuated in no uncertain decree among 
the English life of the past.

Once he was im- 
personated in a Lord Mayor's show, and, 
when the procession came to an end, the 
actor took off his cloak and cut it in 
1eces, which were distributed to the 
gears. This was, of course, in com- 
memoration of the saint’s action when he

and presented it to the poor who com-

the Canons of St. Martin and another 
in France carried on a law- 
suit for sixty years over the sleeve of this 
saint's cloak. Both parties claimed it, but 
jn the end the Count de la Rochetoucault 
ordered the sleeve to be 
burned, in order to bring this intermin- 
able litigation to an end.

Roadside Tanners 


Yesterday morning I was up early 
enough to pass a tinker, or gypsy, encamp- 
ment as the family were having breakfast. 
Believe’ it or not, as Dan Leno used to 
say, they were having their breakfast on 
a clean, white tablecloth ! 

But, though this is an unusual example, 
these wanderers are really a very tidy 
people, and I have often thought how, in 
spite of all their paraphernalia, they leave 
an encampment with no more sign of their 
presence than a neat little charred circle 
where the fire has lain. The result is that 
to many country-dwellers they ate far more 
in favour than picnic motor parties, who, 
having deigned to come and wipe their 
feet on nature’s garden, leave every 
possible sign behind them of their in- 
gratitude. The tinker may be, or may 
not be, predatory (I am not convinced on 
this score one way or the other): he may, 
or he may not, put an occasional fat hen 
under his coat; but he seems to have an 
instinctite respect for nature, and I must 
say that is one up for him as against the 
suburban motorist who so often whirls by 
him in contempt. 


Caravann ing 
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I-mentioned this matter to an English 
friend, who has in the past been very 
much given to caravanning. He tells me 
that he has given it up in despair. The 
English farmer simply will not, as a 
general rule, my friend says, permit motor 
caravans to park anywhere on his land 
for no matter how short a period. While 
this may be an exaggeration—only last 
year one heard a good deal about the 
growing craze for caravanning—I can well 
understand it. The farmers complain 
that the caravanners do not understand 
the ways of the country; that they leave 
gates open so that cattle wander from 
field to field, or even on the road, and 
that they themselves wander over 
meadows and even growing crops. 

If this be so, the only course open to 
the caravanner now is to follow the 
example of the Americans, who organise 
‘camps along the highway, ai that 
means, as a rule, a field behind a garage, - 
shared with half a dozen caravanners and 
campers and a few rubbish 
Perhaps their fate is symbolic!

i you go to Germany, ahd do not know 

much about the country or its people— 
being content to accept surface valuations 
and to confine yourself to the point of view 
of the ordinary tourist—you certainly will 


return with an excellent impression of 


everything. There is ho more pleasant 
country in which to spend a holiday. You 
will find the people charming; they will 
do everything in their power to make you 
enjoy your stay among them, and, if you 
happen to be British, you will meet with 
a particularly warm welcome. Further- 
more, especially in the South, you will be 
struck with the gaiety of the inhabitants. 

Here, you will say, there is no sign of a 
‘“‘terror."’ These people are having a 
really good time—drinking their beer and 
singing their jolly songs. Adolf Hitler is 
a great man! But, in order to come home 
with these impressions, you must not try 
to look below the surface. There is fear in 
Germany. The 8.A. and 8.8. men no 
longer commit atrocities on the streets. 
There are no more “ nights of the long 
knives.”’ Everything has been gleich- 
geschaltet—that is to say, the Nazi Party 
is in full control of everything, and when 
I say everything I mean it; and the citizen

who goes about his business quietly, obey- 
ing the party’s laws, keeping his mouth 
shut, and voting the right way when he is 
required to vote, need not have any real 
grounds for anxiety. But that is all, 


Adolf the Impeccable 


Let me admit at once that a great many 
Germans like this sort of life. They have 
inherited a tradition of national discip- 
line, and so long as they can enjoy their 
beloved “ Ordnung’’ they do not care very 
much what happens to them otherwise. 
These people are pretty well like sheep, 
doing what they are told without question, 
and accepting restrictions and. curtail- 
ments of their liberty of every kind with 
a stoical acquiescence, on the principle 
that. things, after all, might be worse. 
But there are others, and it was they that 
I tried to seek out. 

It was not very difficult. One man, who 
in a crowded lounge spent half-an-hour 
in an effort to convert me to belief in 
the Nazi philosophy, was a vastly different 
person unter vier Auger, when we were 
alone. At this stage I must make one 
thing perfectly clear. I never heard one 
word of criticism of Adolf Hitler the whole 
time I was in Germany, and I discussed 


4 him with all sorts and conditions of men 


and women. He is regarded universally 
as a man of very high character; by his 
own followers he is regarded as a deity. 
Old officers and their wives, members of 
the Junker class, and some of Hamburg’s 
commercial aristocracy will tend to look 
down their noses when you speak of the 
Pihrer, solely and 
reasons: he was a house painter’s assistant 
at one stage of his career, and has some 
friends whose drawing-room manners 
‘hardly would pass muster in Potsdam. But 
all these people will admit that Adolf 
Hitler is a single-minded man. 

He has none of the ordinary human 
vices. He neither smokes nor drinks. He 
is a bachelor, against whose private life 
even the most indefatigable muck-rake—

The Nazi Triumvirate 


I tried to work out a rather interesting 
theory on this basis. Germany’s dictator- 
ship consists ultimately of three men— 
Hitler, Géring and Goebbels. There are 
mapy others, but in the last analysis 
these three are the persons who count. 
Hitler has all the virtues. In addition 
to his exemplary mode of life, he has no 
interest even in money—he does not possess 
a banking account—is entirely free from 
amet SCC, sand is admirably demo- 
cratic in ways. Then comes 
Hermann Goring, about whom everybody 
you meet in Germany will be sure, sooner 
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childishly vain. His love of uniforms is 
notorious, ortrivalling even that of poor 
William of Hohengollern. He never loses 
an opportunity to put on a new uniform, 
which he often designs himself, and he 
loves to have himself photographed with 
rows upon rows of shining medals on his 
chest. | Incidentally, he earned those 
medals; for he had a first-rate record 
during the War in the German Flying 
Corps. 


Der Kleine Doktor 


One rather amusing story is told 
regarding Géring’s passion for changiny 
uniforms. 
have attended a _ performance ol 
‘Lohengrin “ at Bayreuth. During the 
opera Hitler fell asleep, to waken with a 
start as Lohengrin, in his shining armour, 
was being drawn on the stage by the 
swan. Forgetting for the moment what 
had happened, he jumped up in his seat 
and shouted up to Lohengrin: “ Ah, no, 
Hermann. You really are going a bit 
far! ”’ 

The third member of the triumvirate is 
Doctor Josef Goebbels, der kleine Doktor, 
who looks aftar the propaganda, and does 
it consummately well. Hé is the brains 
of the group, with a quickness of wit un- 
usual in Germans. Furthermore, he is the 
ideal family man, being devoted to his 
wife and quiver of children. Is it not pos- 
sible that, whether by accident or by 
design, these three men between them 
possess all the qualities that go to make 
ap what might be the complete German? 
Hitler has the virtues, Goring has the 
ices, and Goebbels has the brains. I 
shall leave the development and the 
theory to the psychologists. 


Mortal Flesh 


Hitler is generally popular—that is to 
say, if a deity ever can be regarded as 
popular. He is particularly popular aiaong 
the women, who worship him for his saint- 
like qualities; but I noticed just a trace 
of incipient disappointment among some of 
his most ardent female admirers, and it 
was based on a remarkable fact. Adolf 
Hitler is getting rather fat. That is 
nothing strange in Germany, where a man 
if twenty stone is nothing out of the ordi- 
nary; but even in Germany, and in spite 
of the Nibelungen saga, in which gods and

Silence 


Now it has been in operation for more 
than three years. In some respects, as Í 
have tried to explain, it has done 
wonders; in others it has done nothing, 
and subterranean discontent is beginning 
to show itself. Openly, no criticism is pos- 
sible. Any remark that might be inter- 
preted as a slight on the Government, or 
on any of its members, is regarded as 
Majestitsbeleidigung used to be regarded 
in the Maiser's day, and the unfortunate 
individtial who makes it just disappears— 
into one of the concentration camps, to 
which no polite person ever refers.

Howling with the Wolves 


One gets the impression that most in- 
telligent Germans regard the Hitler busi- 
ness as the less of two evils. At any rate, 
they are just helpless. The party is in 
absolute control of everything. Its agents 
are everywhere, and private denunciation 
ia general. Mere accusation in most cases 
is sufficient to get you into serious trouble. 
If you are regarded as a potential critic 
of the Government or its servants, that 
is just too bad for you, and there seems 
to be no lack of accommodation in the 
concentration camps. 8.8. and 8.A. men 
will tell you that the average citizen is not 
expected to be an enthusiast, particularly 
if he is beyond the first flush of youth ; but 
he must not mecckern; he must not be a 
grouser; His duty to the State is to keep 
his mouth shut and do as he is told. 
Otherwise he is a bad citizen, and will be 
dea)t with accordingly. 

The result is that Germany to-day is a 
nation of men and women who, realising 
that they must make the best of a bad job, 
are following the lines of least resistance, 
and shouting with the biggest crowd. As 
one of them said to me “ Wir miissen doch 
mit den Wiljen heulen *’—we must howl 
with the wolves; and that about sums the 
matter up. Hitler and his friends have 
the power. They certainly never hesitate 
to use it.

Dr. Gropius said that the conception of the 
essential unity of all creative work was what 
inspired him in founding. the Bauhaus, his 
school at Dessau, as a school of design. All 
the pupils, including the students of archi- 
tecture, had to fulfil their proper legal period 
of training as an apprentice, so as to combat 
the dilettante handcraft spirit. The object 
of the school was not to propagate any style, 
system, dogma, formula, or vogue, but to 
exert a revitalising influence on design. It 
did not base its teaching on any particular 
idea or form, but sought the essence of life 
itself behind life's ever-changing forms. 

The Professor said that he believed that 
the conception of the new architecture was 
not in opposition to tradition, since tradition 
was not imitation of old styles, and since 
respect. for traditicn did not wmply the com- 
fortable enjoyment of elements in it which 
were a matter of chance or convenience or an 
atsthetic preoccupation with superannuated 
forms of art. There always had been a 
struggle for essentials. 

One of the outstanding achievements of the 
new constructional technique had been the 
abolition of the supporting function of the 
wall. Instead of building walls as supporting 
members, as in a brick-built house, the whole 
load of the structure was transferred to a 
steel or concrete framework, and weight and 
bulk in the supporting elements were econo- 
mised by the use of new materials, such as 
steel and reinforced concrete. The old ty 
of window which had been holed ont of the 
full thickness of a supporting wall was being 
logically replaced by the continuous horizon- 
tal window, divided by the steel mullions, 
which had become characteristic of the 
modern house. In the same way, the flat 
roof had superseded the old tile or gabled 
roof, Its advantages were obvious: light, 
rectangular top floor rooms instead of dark 
rooms, always used as attics, and the avoid- 
ance of timber roofing, which had so often 
been the cause of fires. 


TOWN PLANNING

GLASNEVIN CEMETERY 
—_——_-o---— 
WHERE THE BODIES OF 
162 SOLDIERS LIE 


Without ceremony, and probably in ones 
and twos, men, women and chiltren to- 
day will go on a pilgrimage.to 4 quiet 
corner of Glasnevin Cemetery, where there 
stands a monument in limestone com 
memorating one hundred and sixty-two 
soldiers who fell in the Great War, and, 


of the grounds. Sheltered WY yews and 
palms and surrounded with beds of flowers 
now dying in the autumn blast the grey 
stone shows white against its dark green 
background. 

Ten feet high and fourteen feet across 
its base, the monument contains the names 
and regimental particulars of those 
soldiers whose remains were brought from 
the battlefields and laid to rest with their 
own people. In the centre of the panelled 
face there is cut out a simple cross under- 
neath which in bold letters are inscribed 
the words: ‘‘ Their Names Liveth for Ever- 
more.’’ On the top is the dedication which 
says; ‘‘In memory of the Officers, N.C.O.’s 
and Men who served and died during the 
Great War and are buried in this cemetery 
and whose names are here recorded." 
Beneath and on the sides are cut in rows 
the names of the dead soidiers. Along the 
north side of the monument runs a gravel 
path, and on the other sides green lawns 
run up to the edge of the rough un- 
polished granite pedestal. 

The monument was erected at the 
instance of the War Graves Commission. 
At the beginning it was thought to erect 
memorials to each of the officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men whose 
graves were in the cemetery, but owing to 
certain difficulties it subsequently was 
decided to build one monument that would 
commemorate them all. It is several

density per acre. 
l’rofessor Gropius said he believed that 
good town planning, as well as good arcli- 
tecture, depended on the systematic solution 
of the great problems of natural planning on 
the inter-penetration of town and country by 
lessening of the warp and woof of the stuff 
of the cities. The intellectual ground-work, 
or the laboratory testa of the harm oí a 
new architecture, had already been acíom- 
plished and made available. The task of 
the coming generation was to transplant this 
knowledge into the consciousness of the com- 
munity. The international likeness of modern 
buildings so evident in spite of their clearly 
distinct natural, as well as independent, 
characteristics, proved their common roots, 
which were derived from the technical reflec- 
tion of the age, and not from political 
systems. ‘The spiritual necessity of the new 
architecture and its power of persuasion could 
no louger be disputed, and the youth of 
to-day was inspired by it. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS

PROFESSOR STARKIE’S | 
LECTURE 
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From Our ConnEsPoNDENT, 


LONDON, Tweaday. 

Professor Walter Starkie, Litt. D., lecturing 
to a large assembly at the Suaday Times 
Book Exhibition at Dorland Hall this after- 
noon, spoke of his adventures as a minstrel 
in Spain. 

**A minstrel is a pariah, and the best way 
te approach a country is to be a pariah,’ 
said the lecturer. Uj 
travel was to become like one oí the people. 
Spain was a country that had preserved the 
meaning of minstrelsy, and its traditions had 
persisted down to the present day. Its mag)- 
cal character had not been lost, and as a 
Spiritual catharsis it was distinct from much 
of the avaeee in me ye a where the 
poetry of life was being cheapened. 

Fastedetes the genius of Spain was a long 
tradition of agony. Spain, now as in the 
Middle Ages, was the battleground of con- 
flicting ideologies, and the heroism with 
which the people on both sides had faced 
the present struggle would be an example for 
people elsewhere when they had to meet the 
changes that were coming. 

The study of anthropology would lead to 
a proper appreciation of folklore, and there 
would be in the future a seeking after those 
simpler forms of life which were expressions 
of the racial character of a people

) outcome of the conversations which 
Colonel Beck, Polish Foreign Minister, has 
had yesterday and on Monday with Mr. 
Eden and other members of the British 
Cabinet (says Reuter). Asis a from 
a statement issued by Colonel yester- 
day evening, the conversations have been 
confined to an exchange of views in wl ich 
the “ realistic judgment of the situation 
shown by British statesmen is regarded as 
“an extremely useful element in the 
present political situation.” . 

It is known that the following points 
were discussed between the two Foreign 
Ministers: (1) The Locarno preparatory 
talks; (2) the problem of Danzig; (3) the 

roblem of Jewish emigration from 
Poland, . 


CENTRAL EUROPE 


On the first point Colonel Beck has let 
it be underst that he has no fears that 
the problems of Central Europe which 
interest Poland will be prejudiced by a 
Locarno conference or the preparatory dis- 
cussions. 

This can only mean, Colonel Beck is 
confident that Britain will not counten- 
ance any exclusive departure from para- 
graph five of the three-Power communiqué 
of July 23. i 

This paragraph stated that if progress 
could be made at the first stage of the 
Locarno Conference, other problems, with 
a view to a general European settlement, 
will necessarily come under discussion 
later. 

On Danzig Colonel Beck and Mr. Eden 
are understood to have had a full and de- 
tailed discussion on the possibilities of a 
settlement of this problem. It is 
emphasised, however, in Polish circles 
that Colonel Beck was not in a position to 
sound Mr. Eden on any definite proposals, 
or in any way to short-circuit the League. 


JEWISH EMIGRATION 


On Jewish emigration from Poland, 
Colonel Beck pointed out, it is. believed, 
that Poland suffers from the pressure of 
a growing Jewish population, whose 
normal outlet used to be emigration to the 
United States. Here again it is doubtful 
whether the Polish Foreign Minister had 
any definite suggestions to put forward 
beyond emphasising Polish interest in 
Jewish immigration into Palestine, and 
her desire that there should in this respect 
be no discrimination against Poland. 

Mr. Eden, it may be assumed, pointed 
out that, pending the findings of the Royal 
Commission in Palestine, he could make 
no promises. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature of 
the talks is the omission of any discussion 
of Polish-Czechoslovak relations. It is 
emphatically stated in Polish circles that 
this question was not even raised or dis- 
cussed by Colonel Beck, thouch possibly 
Mr. Eden may have mentioned it. 

The Polish standpoint, as defined by 
Colonel Beck, is that Polish-Czechoslovak 
difficulties are not of international im- 
portance. These difficulties arise chiefly 
from friction over the treatment of Polish 
minorities in Czechoslovakia and. vice 
versa, If these difficulties could be 
settled so as to pave the way for a Polish- 
Czechoslovak rapprochement, this would, 
it is felt, be an important development 


these countries maintain with France. ~ | 
RELATIONS WITH RUMANIA 


Polish-Rumanian relations are now 
closer than they have been for some time, 
and the Rumanian Chief of Staff is due 
to visit Warsaw § shortly. For these 
reasons the hope of Polish-Czechoslovak 
Staff talks has naturally arisen in French 
minds. 
Colonel Beck has, however, it appears 
refrained from any discussion of this im. 
portant problem. Polish, circles, when 
pressed for a further definition of Polish. 
Czechoslovak relations. take shelter behind 
Poland’s obligations under the League of 
Nations, which Poland will, it is stated. 
honourably fulfil. 
Colonel Beck himself has stated that 
Poland desires to maintain the best 
possible relations with all the Danubian 
countries without distinction, but beyond 
this he was not prepared to eo. : 
In addition to Mr. Eden, Colonel Berk 
piso saw Mr, Baldwin. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain and Mr. Duff Cooper.

POLICE POWERS 


Power is given to a Judge of the High 
Court to grant, in certain circumstances, a 
search warrant to the pohee to enter premises 
and to seize anything found on them, where 
an offence against the section is suspected. 

Another section gives the Uhief Utficer of 
Police power, where there is ground for 
apprehending that a procession may occasion 
serious public disorder, to impose such con- 
ditions as appear to him necessary for the 
preservation of public order, including con- 
ditions prescribing the ronte to be taken. 

Power is also given to the Chief Officer of 
Police to apply to the local council in borough 
or urban districts for an order prohibiting, 
for such period as may be specified, the hold- 
ing of all processions or of any class of pro- 
cession. 

The bill gives the local council power to 
make such an order with the consent of a 
Secretary of State. 

The bill makes it an offence for any person 
to have an offensive weapon while present at 
any public meeting or on the occasion of any 
public proceasion. 

Another section amends the Public Meet- 
ing Act, 1908, by making it an offence for a 
disorderly person to refuse to give his name 
and address to a constable. 

Any person convicted of an offence under 
Section 2, which applies to persons taking 
part in the control of quasi-military organi- 
sations, is made liable, on summary con- 
viction, to imprisonment of six months, or a 
fine of £100, or to both such imprisonment 
and fine, or, on conviction on indictment, to 
lie risonment for two years, or a fine of 
£500, or to both such imprisonment and fine. 

For any other offences under the bill the 
penalties provided are —. 

On summary conviction, imprisonment for 
three months, or a fine of £50, or both such 
imprisonment and fine.

This is by no means a reflection on 
Robert Hennessy, who gave one of the best 
performances of his career in the part. His 

p voice brought out all the pompous 
avsurdity of the man, and his gestures and 
expressions were all calculated to bring the 
last ounce of comedy from the part. It was 
not his fault that the final scenes will always 
seem to be “wrong ” when the character is 
interpreted in this way. For three-quarters 
of the play it gives a Malvolio that we can 
understand all too easily, but the man in the 
prison is more enigmatic than ever. 

Hilton Edwards had a far more easy task 
as Sir Toby Belch, and he swept through it 
in the most amusing manner. It is a fatally 
easy character to over-act, but he made no 
such mistake, though he might have dispensed 
with the time-honoured “ business,” where 
Sir Toby and Sir Andrew attempt to light 
each other’s candle at the end of the drunken 
scene, Cecil Monton and Mairin Hayes (as 
Sir Andrew Aguecheek and Marie) played 
up to him very well, 
especially good. Micheal MacLiammoir was 
sufficiently poetic and sentimental as Orsino, 
though the part does not give him much 
scope, and Coralie Carmichael was a very 
lively and attractive Viola. One would have 
liked to sec Miss Carmichael (who, in- 
cidentally, is not far behind Mr. MacLiam- 
moir in her speaking of blank verse).in the 
part of Olivia, but Meriel Moore filled the 
part well in a less queenly manner.

The 
present rate of production was largely con- 
ditioned by the amount of ekilled labour 
available.

-Only 
the experience of war, however, could prove 
whether this was well or ill-founded.

Those con- 
ditions were now undergoing a thorough 
examination.

Prime Minister in the House of 
Commons yesterday whether His Majesty s 
Government would take action to recom- 
pense General Sir Hubert Gough for the 
treatment he had received, now that it 
was becoming increasingly clear that he 
could not justly be blamed for the retreat 
of the Fifth Army im March, 1918. . 

Mr. Baldwin— While fully appreciating 
the great services which Sir Hubert Gough 
rendered in the War, and congratulating 
him on the fact that history has already 
vindicated his reputation, I do not think 
at this distance of time the Governmegt 
would be well advised to re-open the ques- 
tion of reward for War services or to 
attempt to revise decisions taken by their 
predecessors. | 

Mr. Williams—Is he not aware that 
responsible opinion im this country has 
completely vindicated Sir Hubert Gough, 
and that. in addition to his having 
suffered this injustice, the suryivors of the 
Fifth Army under him feel that there is 
some slur cast upon themselves, as well 
as on Sir Hubert Gough, and wil! the 
Government therefore not reconsider the 
whole matter? 

Mr. Baldwin—I appreciate what Mr. 
Williams has said; but, of course, except 
in a debate, it is impossible to enter at 
length into this matter. All I would say 
now is this—I think that informed 
opinion would completely agree with what 
he says. But we all know that to make 
inquiries again at this distance of time 
into the circumstances of 1918 is im- 
possible. Those who would be the prin- 
cipal witnesses are dead, and a question 
like that cannot be re-opened in the form 
of an inquiry. I am sure that, if I were 
in Sir Hubert Gough's place, to feel that 
my own conscience had been justified by 
the verdict of my fellow-countrymen would 
be ample reward for me.

At the Peacock Theatre the Gaelic Players 
this week are carrying their new scheme 
another step forward by presenting casts from 
the Gaelic Society of Unrversity College and 
the Moibhi Branch of the Gaelic League. Te 
the U.C.D. team was entrusted “* Cruaidh- 
Chas na mBaitsiléarai,”’ and to the Moibhí 
Branch “* A‘ :-Bharradh.” 

The former is an original piece by Bean 
Ui Diocs. Its theme is the familiar-enough 
troubles of irmh bachelors. its author makes 
the most of her subject, but it is too thread. 
bare by now to permit much originality of 
treatment. She is more successful with her 
dialogue than with her construction. 

'“ Ath-Bharradh ” is Micheal O Siochs 
fhradha's translation of one of Mr, T. O. 
Murray 's best plays. In every way it is a 
model which Gaelic dramatmts ought to 
study.

THE RIG OF THE 17-FOOTERS. 

There was some discussion on the proposal 
to alter the sail plan of the 17-Footers, but 
it led nowhere.

RITZ ROETHKE, a 17-year-old German

LIKE A SHUTTLECOCK 


After the lifeboat in which he had left the 
sh*) capsised he floated in the mountainous 
seas and came across an overturned lifeboat. 
Then a _ breaker righted’ the boat. He 
scrambled in with another shipmate. Another 
breaker capsised the boat. Hm, companion 
was lost. : 

Then the boat righted again and the boy 
jammed himself beneath the seat. ‘The side 
of the boat was ripped off, and it was kept 
afloat by air tins. 

For twelve hours, almost submerged by 
the water in the boat, Fritz was tossed about 
Itke a shuttlecock, and then he was sighted 
by the Westernland and taken on board. 
Through Ferdinand Kahibetzer, captain. of 
the Westernland, a reporter was given the 
story of the boy, who does not speak any 
English. He spoke as he lay in the ship's 
hospital, and he still looked blue from his 
exposure. 


ESCAPE FROM THE SHIP 


“ We were all mustered on the boat deck 
on Sunday evening, because hatch one was 
smashed in by heavy seas and full of water,” 
he said. 

‘‘ Dramatically our captain said to us, ‘If 
the bulkhead between hatch one and two 
holds we can keep afloat until Monday morn- 
ing.” Then about 8 p.m. a heavy breaker 
came over the ship, and bulkhead two was 
broken, causing a heavy list to port. The 
boats on this side were only about a foot 
above the water.

GATHER THE DECAYING LEAVES. 


The Gardening Correspondent of the 

Weekly Irish Times writes :'— 

All of us know what a very valuable com- 
post for the majority of plants, espe- 
cially those grown in pots, a quantity of 
ray ome leaves are, and now that our 
deciduous trees are so fast shedding their 

leaves no opportunity for collecting them 
should be missed. The best leaves are 
those of the elm and oak, but almost 
any leaves can be collected and placed 
with the ordinary garden refuse to advan- 
tage. If what is considered first-class 
leai-mould is to be had in the best pos- 
sible condition the leaves should be put 
together in a pit or hole, in which they 
can rot gradually without becoming 
heated by fermentation. A little road 
grit or coarse sand mixed with the layers 
of leaves will be helpful.

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 


‘Be careful how you kill” is a maxim of 
reat import, especially when it comes to 

Tishetine of the table turkeys and other 
fowls. Good killing is the hall-mark of 
properly-finished table birds: it is a sort 
of guarantee that their producer knows 
his business. On the other hand, badly- 
killed birds have a slovenly air that be- 
speaks either carelessness or ignorance, 
both of which are serious handicaps to 
success. The secret of good killing is 
fasting. Birds should always be leit 
without food for at least eighteen hours, 
and, if possible, longer, before slaughter. 
Otherwise their keeping qualities will 
suffer. 

The test of good killing is the colour of the 
flesh. When you see a dead bird whose 
flesh is discoloured by red streaks, you 
may conclude almost with certainty that 
it was not properly killed. When it goes 
green very quickly around the vent and 
at the throat, then you can assume that 
it was not fasting long enough.
